A Terrible Crime and an Equally Terrible 
Tragedy Startle the People of St. Louis 
—An Attempt to Burn the City Hall by 
a Fire Started in the City Treasurer's 
Office Followed by the Suicide of Ed. C. 
Foerstel, Eldest Son and Chief Deputy 
of Treasurer Foerstel. 

St. Louis, Dec. 20.—Ed C. Foerstel, 
the son and chief deputy of Michael C. 
Foerstel, city treasurer, lies a corpse, 
having taken his own life rather than 
face the consequences of this misdeeds. 

At6:05a. m. Night Watchman William 
Quirk at the city hall, walking through 
the hallway on the second floor, discov- 
ered a fire in the city treasurer's office, 
in the southeast corner of the building. 
He hastily turned in an alarm, fand 
later, when Chief Lindsay arrived, he 
ordered a second alarm turned in. This 
brought out fifteen fire companies, and 
the fire was soon under control. 

When the fire was discovered in the 
treasurer's private office adjoining the 
safe, the doors of the vault, inside and 
outside, were wide open. The flames 
were raging amidst a lot of old papers 
on asetof shelves on the north wall 
adjoining the private office of City 
Auditor Brown, and thirty feet away 
from the stove, which, however, had 
not contained a fire since Saturday. 

The fire had burned through the par- 
tition into the auditor's office and had 
gained considerable headway, and also 
burned under the floor and out into the 
hallway. 

The outer doors of the treasurer's of- 
fice were locked by a spring lock. Capt. 
Wm. Young of the Central police sta- 
tion took charge of the office, stationed 
&® man before the safe, which was 
locked, and, satisfied of :the incendiary 
nature of the fire, detectives were at 
once put on the case. 

Ata few minutes past 8 o'clock, the 
startling intelligence reached the city 
hall, that Ed Foerstel, assistant treas- 
urer, and son of the city treasurer, had 
sent a bulletcrashing through his brain 
at the house No. 2112 Pine street, where 
he had been living. He was seen at 
Harrison's saloon a short time before 
the fire was discovered. At about half 
past 6 o'clock he reappeared at the 
saloon and borrowed the pistol with 
which he later on took his life. 

When Treasurer Foerstel reached the 
office and discovered the door of the 
vault open almost his first words were: 
“When Eddie comes down he will count 
the cash, although I don't think there 
was much there.” 

A few minutes later the book-keeper 
arrived, and it was learned that there 
was a little over $11,000 in the safe. 
“T’ve sent for Eddie,” said the treas- 
urer, ‘and I think he'll be herein a 
minute; he has not been staying home 
lately; he rooms on Pine, near Twen- 
tieth, somewhere.” 

At this time the rumor of Eddie’s 
attempt at suicide was current all over 
the Four Courts and city hall. A dozen 
officials, including Commodore Smith, 
Gen. Stevenson, Auditor Brown about 
four detectives and a dozen newspaper 
men stood around. 

All had heard the rumor that was go- 

ing to be a fearful blow to the boy’s fa- 
ther. Yet none had the nerve to tell 
it. At this moment an employe of the 
office came in and said: “‘My God, why 
don’t you tell him, wk y don’t somebody 
tell him? Tell him, I can’t.” ‘Tell 
what?” asked the treasurer as he fin- 
ished looking at a statement the book- 
keeper had just handed him. 
‘'Mike; Ned has committed suicide,” 
said the speaker. 
When the full import of the sentence 
was fully grasped by Foerstel he looked 
at the safe, turned pale and then grew 
ashy in color. He didn’t speak or look 
up. The only outward signs of the 
grief which he was undergoing was 
that he seemed to grow twenty years 
older. 

As soon as the condition of affairs 

become known to all the chief officials 

around the building Comptroller Stev- 
enson and his chief clerk, Fred. Gerbel, 
and Auditor Brown went to the treas- 
urer’s office and,

A FRIGHTFUL WRECK. 


A Rear-End Collision on the Great North 
ern Rallroad—Eight Men Kjlled anid 
Five Wounded—Three of the Victims 
Burned so Badly that Nothing but the 
Bones Remained—Impossible ito Fix the 
Blame. “ 
ALEXANDRIA, Minn., Dec. 19.—The 

greatest wreck that ever took “place on 
the Great Northern occurred at Nelson, 
a small station about six milas’ east of 
here, at 1 o’clock yesterday morning. 
The wreckers stationed at thjs place 
were clearing up a small wreck that 
occurred the night before, and’ after 
finishing their work about 9 o'clock the 
men went into the caboose sand ; soon 
fellasleep, expecting the wrecker to 
pull out for St. Cloud. About o'clock 
an east-bound freight came down the 
long grade west of Nelson,pand ran 
right into the rear end of the wrecker 
at almost full speed. 

All the men in the caboose were 
killed except two, who escaped through 
the window before the train caught 
fire. Three men were gotten ‘out from 
the burning caboose, but were dead. 
The rest of the bodies were not gotten 
out until the caboose had byrmed up. 
Four of the bodies were found, but ail 
but one were so badly burned that 
nothing but the bones remained. 

Six other men who were in*the/ box 
car were badly injured and one fire- 
man was also badly hurt, having an 
arm broken and shoulder dislocated. 
One of the wounded ones was 4akéh to 
St. Paul, but died on the way. 

It is pretty hard to lay the ‘blame on 
any single person in this case as the 
conductors had orders to run in on the 
side track at Nelson and the-engincer 
claims he tried to slack up so that they 
could open the switch and get on the 
side track, but not a brakeman wasout 
on the cars, and being weil ldaded and 
coming on a down grade it was im- 
possible for him to do it alofé and he 
run right down to the depot :where the 
other train was standing and right 
into it. The brakeman had. no orders 
from the conductor that they were to 
stop at Nelson and therefore, did not 
apply the brakes. The coroner anda 
jury held an inquest yesterday but post- 
poned it until nga y:

The Revolutionists Whipped the 
Mexican Troops Near Guerrero. 


FIVE SOLDIERS KILLED. 


Two Maxzican General Are Reported 
Missing and They Are Supposed 
te Have Deserted to Jdin 
the Revolutionista 








New Yor, Dec. 2A Laredo, 
Texas, spetial to The World says: 
Information has been seceived here 
that General Estrada, stationed at Mier, 
Mexico, is missing from his post of duty 
and is thought to have joined the revo- 
lutionists, who are said to be marching 
toward the interior of Mexico. 
It is known that there was a battle on 
the 17th on Mexican soul, near Guerrero, 
between the Mexican troops and revolu- 
tionists with victory for the latter. 
ive soldiers were killed. 

Revolutionists 400 Strong 
continued their march toward the inte- 


rior. When last heard from they were 
within a few hours’ march of the town 
oi Ceralve. This information is from « 
person high in authority. He further 
states that the Mexican troops down the 
river have been given orders to march 
into the interior and that no further 
trouble will come from this side of the 
Rio Grande. 

A dispaich from the city ef Mexico, 
says: 

A searching investigation fails to find 
in this city any trace of General Soste- 
nas Rocha the instructor of the National 
Military academy at Chapultepec al- 
though the minister of foreign affairs 
and other officials of the government 
asserted that the general was here. 

It has now been ten days since Rocha 
left the military academy, and it is re- 
ported that he has been traced to Mon- 
terey. If common report is true that 
the general has gone to join in the revo- 
lutionary movement inaugurated on the 
Rio Grande border against Mexico, or 
that he is identified in any way with 
such a project, thousands of Mexicans 
will flock to nim, as he is the most pop- 
ular officer in the Mexican army, and 
the best informed man in Mexico on 
military tactics.

The Board of Mayor and Aldermen 
met in regular session last Tuesday eve 
at 7 o’clock. Alderman Moore was the 
only member absezt. 

Tue minutes of the preceeding session 
were read and approved. 

Bills against the city were read and re- 
ferred to the Finance Committee to be 
audited. 

A petition, signed by cotton buyers of 
the city, was read, asking the privilege 
of weighing cotton on certain streets of 
the city—as in the warehouse yards, dur- 
ing rainy times, 1t was a disagreeable 
task to “‘slosh” inthe mud. On motiouv 
the petition was tabled. 

On motion, the election of an officer to 
fill the vacancy on the night force was 
deferred indefinitely. 

Residents on Oak avenue desire an ad. 
ditional gaslamp. The matter was re- 
ferred the Gas Committee. 

The Board has now provided well for 
our citizen, and no more ‘‘kicking” will 
be heard from patrons who have comn 
plaiued »f being unebleto get water early 
inthe morning. The Chairman of the 
Water Works Committee was instructed 
to employ an extra man for work—keep- 
ing the machinery at work constantly till 
the new standpipe is erected. 

A number of bids, upon the erection 
ofa standpipe, forty feet in diameter 
and sixty feet in height, were opened and 
read. Mr. M. A. Castor, of Birmingham, 
was awarded the contract.’ His bid was 
the lowest, being $7,138. The Water 
Works Committee will meet with Mr. 


Castor this morning and arrange all pre~ 
liminaries. 
Chief Davis was reimbursed to the 


amount of money he had expended in 
sending telegrams in connection with the 
forgers arrested by him and in the pay- 
ment of M. A. Earle’s board bill. If the 
Chief secures the reward, he will return 
to the city the amount paid him. 
Manager Robert A Moore, of the Tele~ 
phone Exchange, was instructed to place 
a ’pbone in the clerk’s office at the city 
hall building. 
The butchers of Huntsville presented 
certain ordinances to the Board that thy 
desired passed for the regulation ard 
control of the regulation and coftral of 
the sale of fresh meats inthe city. The 
butchers desire that when they pay rent 
for the new stalls in our beautiful market 
house that they sball not be thrown in 
c. mpetition with men who do not pay 
any privilege of selling our people fresh 
meats. 


The Board seem fully imbued with the 
idea that in order to maintain and make 
our new market house a credit to our 
city that they must pass strict laws 
for the regulation of fresh meats. 

The object of such laws as far as is 
reasonable and just, is to make the city 
market house the place for carrying on 
the marketin bu:3ivess of the city. We 
have a beautiful market house, our peo- 
ple are proud of itand we cannot main-~ 
tain itand make it s credit unless we 
have strict and fair laws for the sale of 
fresh meats. The truth is that the 
promiscuous right to sell meats at all 
hours and piaces in our city is dangerous 
to the hesltb of the people.

THE NEWS IN BRIEF. 
FIFTY-SECOND CONGRESS, 


by the senate, on the lith, most of the day's 
session was taken up with a discussion of the 
McGarraban claim, which finally went over 
without action. The anti-option bil] was again 
taken up and Mr. George resumed his speech 
in favor of it. The resolution calling for in- 
formation on the subject of civil service 
was passed and after a short execu- 
tive session the senate adjourned...... 
In the house a number of bridge bills were 
passed. The army appropriation bill, after 
consideration in committee of the whole was 
passed. A senate joint resolution was passed 
authorizing the secretary of war to receive for 
military instruction at West Point Francisco 
Alcantara, of Venezuela. 


In the senate, on the 15th, after preliminary 
and unimportant business the McGarrahan bill 
was called up and Mr. Hunton (Va.) resumed 
his argument in favor of the passage of the bill 
over the president's veto. The bill went over 
and the anti-option bill was taken up, Mr. 
George continuing his speech in favor of it. 
Mr. Washburn made an effort to have a day 
fixed for a vote on the bill but failei...... In 
the house a coneurrent resolution for a holi- 
day recess from December 22, 1892, to January 
4, 1895, was agreed to. At the expiration of the 
| morning hour the hous devoted the session to 
{ consideration of business called up by the 
comm .ttee on Indian affairs. 

THE senate was not in session on the 17th...... 
In the house tha approach of the holidays was 
manifest. Few of the very few members in at- 
tendance paid any attention to the proceedings 
The committee on military affairs succeeded in 
passing a few bills of tertiary importance. The 
day was cOnsumed in the consideration ofa 
Florida claim bill and the house adjourned 
without action upon it. 

In the senate, on the 19th, the death of Sena- 
tor Gibson and the alarming illness of Mr. 
Blaine were feelingly alluded to by the chap- 
lainin his prayer. Mr. Gorman made a bril- 
liant speech in eulogy of the deceased senator, 
and closed by offering ‘the usual resolutions, 
which were adopted: after which, the senate, 
as a further mark of respect, adjourned...... In

THE business failures occurring 
throughout the country during the 
seven days ended on the 16th, number, 
for the United States, 279, and for Can- 
ada, 26: or a total of #04, as compared 
with 297 for the previous week, and 
334 for the corresponding week of last 
year.

: York, on the 2Ist. 

THE pension payments for the first 
half of December were very large, 
amounting to $8,952,000. The internal 
revenue receipts for the same time were 
$7,872,000. 

Netson P. Evans, who was con- 
victed of misappyling the funds of the 
Spring Garden national bank of Phila- 
delphia, of which he was adirector, was 
' sentenced, on the 16th, to pay a fine of 

$300 and serve five years in the Eastern 
penitentiary. 

SECRETARY Foster and Assistant Sec- 
retary Spaulding have formulated a plan 
for the reduction of the immigration 
service to correspond with the reduced 
revenue from immigration. It involves 
the dismissal of twenty-five immigration 
and contract-labor inspectorsalong the 
frontier and a considerable reduction in 
the immigrant force employed at Ellis 
island, New York harbor. 

; A BLocK of warehouses in Bootle, 
near Liverpool, was burned on the 18th. 
; More than 5,000 bales of cotton and 15,- 
: 000 sacks of flour were destroyed. Five 
firemen were injured. Loss, $500,000. 

At a council of Spanish ministers, on 
the 17th, it was decided to make a spe- 
cial government grant to assist Spanish 
artists in exhibiting their,works at the 
World's fair in Chicago. 

THE house committee on appropria- 
tions has vigorously slashed the fortifi- 
vations appropriation bill, and as it will 
be reported to the house by Mr. Breck- 
inridge, of Kentucky, chairman of the 
sub-committee, the bill for the coming 
fiscal year carries an aggregate appro- 
priation of about of about 35 per cent. 
less than the total amount for the fiscal 
year. The total amount appropriated 
by the new bill is .$1,735,055, while the 
act for the current year aggregated 
$2,734,276, a reduction of $999,221. 

JoHN PETER THOREL, known to all 
traveling men as an old hotel man, died 
of heart disease at the breakfast table 
at Danville, Ky., on the 16th. He was 
69 years old and a native of France. 
He had been very wealthy, but lost his 
fortune by buying and improving Crab 
Orchard Springs and afterward meeting 
with reverses.

She had 
not been living with her husband for 
several months. 

It is officially announced that the Do- 
minion parliament will meet for the 
dispatch of business on January 23, 
1893. 

Tre Sunday opening question will 
shortly be dragged into the courts at 
Chicago. An application has been 
made for an injunction restraining the 
World’s fair directors from closing the 
gates on Sunday, on the ground that 
Jackson park is public property, and 
Judge Tuley will hear arguments on 
the matter on January 3.
